Rennet, Sept 7.— At tbe opening ot 
tlM fourth tey of tlui flfth irMk of tbe 

Becond trial by courtmartlal of Cap- 
tain Alfred Dreyfua, of tlxe artillery, 
tharged with trMwoo. M. Labori, iMd- 
Ing counsel for the defense, announced 
tbat lie bad received a seail-offlcial 
totlnuitlon tbat Colonel Scbwartskop- 
pon, the former German military at- 
tache at Paris, and Major Panlxsardi, 
the former Italian attache at Paris 
nould be unable appear personally 
b«Air« the court. * 

Counsel, therefore, proposed that a 
rogatory commission should be tele- 
grapbed to receive the deposition. The 
court declared'- itself Incompetent to 
trant M. Labori's application. 

M. Labori then drew up "a formal 
application that Colonel Schwartz- 
koppen and Major Panizzardi be cited 
ai wltneaaes and tbat seven questions 
be telegraphed to theip to which they 
were to reply under oathl 

The first question wa» to b« if they 
bad ever rK'eived the documents men- 
tioned In tbe bordereau. Tb^ former 
fttachea would be asked further if 
tbey bad received tbe firing manual, 
when tber bad received it and from 
whom; whether either of them sent 
^^haxy t^e petit bleit, a copy of 
tnii<m wfci to be'talegfapbed and ftaal- 
ly if tbey ever directly or Indirectly 
had any relations with Dreyfus. 

The court deliberated for a quarter 
of as hour and on returning to tbe 
preildent, Colonel Jouaust read its de- 
elrion, declaring it lacompate&t to M. 
Labori's application. 

Major Carrlere at 10:30 a. m. began 
hi« jweeob, clpeing tbe case for tbe 
prdMcvtlon. All the traerala and 
other offlcers who w^e ieated in the 
witnesfl cb«4r« rose and left the court- 
room just before the government com- 
missary's speech according to orders 
of the minister of war to leave Rennes 
within two ho||rs after the pleading 
bad begun. There was an Interesting 
scene in the courtyard of the Lycee 
where tbe officers took leave of each 
otiier. 

^. Demauge, counsel for the defense, 
will probably occupy the whole of 
Friday with his speech for the defense, 
and M. Labori will speak on Saturday. 

The verdiot will be rendered Monday 
because the police authorities are op- 
posed to tbe announcement of tbe ver- 
dict on Saturday, if it were possible 
to do so, on the ground tbat it would 
be llkeiy to lead to trouble oa Sunday. 

After M. Labori had submitted bla 
application for the dispatch of a rog- 
atory commission to receive the depo- 
sitions of Colonel Scbwartzkoppen end 
Majdr Panizzardi, tbe chief of detect- 
iTM, M. Cocbefort, depoeed turprably 
r^9ur<j(ng the atutude ot^ ^Drtntts.

Cincinnati, Sept. 7.— A. F. Dahronge, 
who claims to be a representative of 
the Turkish Kovt rnment? was arraign- 
ed tn oourt on tbe charge af renting 
typewriters and" rielliag them« While 
claiming to be the Syrian here, Dah- 
ronge has quarreled with tbe local 
Syrian colony and tbe Ottoman consul 
general at Washington is expected 
here to settle the ease. Since the ar- 
rest of Dahronge the police have dis- 
covered letters and telegrams showing 
tbat Dahronge was doing a laadofflce 
business in shipping goods. The police 
do not state what they found in tbe 
rooms of Dahronge, but they indicate 
that the prisoner is acting as a spy 
for tbe Ottoman government with bis 
efforts directed against some secret 
society in New Tork. 

Another Riot. 

Cleveland, Sept. 7.— A street railroad 
strike riot occurred In South Brooklyn. 
Strilte sympathizers hurled stones and 
clubs at a car and birt tbe crew. An- 
other car soon appeared and it was also 
derailed and bombarded. A fmrce of 
stre«t railroad man were armed and 
sent to the rescue. When the rein- 
forcements arrived tbey began to shoot 
their revolvers into the air, and the 
crowd broke and ran. It is reported 
that three of the rlpters were wpunded.

PhUadklphU Sept 7.— Shortly after 
the opening of tbe national encamp- 
ment of tbe Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic Judge Leo Rassieur ot St. Louis. 
Mo., withdrew his name as a candidate 
for tbe office of commander-in-chief. 

Judge Rassieur in a speech tbat 
aroused unbounded enthusiasm among 
tbe'^ delegates, declined to oppose Col- 
onel Albert D. Shaw of Watertown. N. 
Y., and requested that tbe vote of the 
encampment be given to Colonel Shaw. 
Acting on tbe suggestion of Judge 
Rassieur, tbe encampment elected Col- 
onel Shaw by acclamation. 

The encampment was called to order 
by Commander-in-chief W. C. John- 
son and almost immediately the candi- 
dates proceeded to nomlnkte candi- 
dates for the various offices. 

After Colonel Shaw's election the 
delegates proceeded to make nomina- 
tions for the office of senior vice com- 
mander and the name of Irving Rob- 
bins, of Indiana, was presented. 

Ai this point the business of the en- 
campment was Interrupted by tbe ar- 
rival of delegations representing tbe 
Women's Relief Corps. Army Nurses 
and Sons of Veterans and a brief re- 
ception waa held. 

Irving Robbins of Indianapolis was 
electe^ senior vice conjimander-in- 
cbief and M. Minton of Louisville, Ky., 
was chosen Junior vice commander. 
William H. Baker of Lynn, Mass.. was 
elected surgeon general. Jacob L, 
Grimm of Maryland was elected chap- 
lain In eblsf. 

Report on Pensions*. 
The report of the penaiona commit- 
tee which was re^ibmitted with in- 
structions to the eomitotttee to embody 
therein the d^lres of tbe encampment 
relative to the pension laws was apain 
presented. The report was accompan- 
ied by resolutions and tbe encamp- 
ment at once adopted them unani- 
mously. They were as follows: "Tour 
committee on pensions respectfully 
presents this supplemental report pur- 
suant to tbe iastrucUons of ths en- 
campment. 

'We respectively direct attention to 
section 471 of the Revised Statutes of 
tbe United States which reads as fol- 
lows: 'The commissioner of pen.'iions 
shall perform u^der tbe direction uf 
the secretary of the interior such du- 
ties in the execution of pension and 
bounty laws as may be prescribed by 
the pre.sident.' 

"Resolved, Tbat this encampment 
respectfully represents to the president 
its earnest conviction tbat rule 225 
now In practical effect In tbe adjudica- 
tion of claims for pensions under sec- 
tion 24 of the act of June 27, 1890, In 
tbe pension bureau, works grave injus- 
tice to worthy ex-soldlers and ex- 
sailors, and we express the hope tbat 
you will find it consistent with your 
duties a« an executive officer to abro- 
fate this rule and re-establish tbe 
principle a« defined in rule 164. Un- 
der the op'eratlon of rule 164, formu- 
lated and put Into effect soon after 
tbe passage of this set, unquestionably 
responsive to public sentiment and 
based upon sound legal propositions 
in a word, the simple impression Of the 
letter and spirit of the law, 400,^00 
names were added to the pension roll 
of tbe republic and to which no ob- 
jection was hsard Cor y^ars after its 
promulgation. ' ' ' ' 

"Resolved, That this encampment 
respectfully represents that tbe prac- 
tice In tbe pension bureau In barring 
widow claimants who bavs an Income 
of $96 a year, is not warranted by the 
terms of the law and we warmly en- 
dorse tlje recommendation of the com- 
missioners of pensions to successive 
secretarlss of the Interior that the lim- 
Kadon be inoressed tp |250 a year. 

"Resolved, That' the oommaader-in- 
chief appoint a committee of five 
comrades to present to the president a 
certified copy of the action of this na- 
tional eneampment With an expression 
of our earnest desire for Justice only 
to our disabled comrades and the wid- 
ows and orphans of our dead Uttlsr tbe 
letter and spirit of the law. 

"ResolTed, Tbat this cdmmittee is 
hereby authorized and directed in the 
event tbat it is determined that re- 
lief may not be accorded by the ad- 
ministrative officers of tbe gotyemment 
to present to congress a request for 
tbe amendment of the law in suOh 
form as to make certain the true In- 
tent of the statute as w. b- lieve it can 
be construed as h^reiu presented. ' 
The report was signed by R. B. 



Brown. J. W. Burst. John Palmer and 
Charles Clark Adams.' The commit- 
tee, as suggested In the report w i.-; 
appointed, consisting of tbe four 
signers of the report, together with 
General Dnntol B. Sickles of New Tork.

The Boer request for an explanation 
as to the messing ot Brlilsh troops 
on the frontier of the Triadsvaal hsa 
an ominous note of irritation and im- 
patience, which at such a critical stsge 
can scarcely be interpreted as any- 
thing but a deflanoe. Both here and 
in Cape Colony ths tension and tdkt 
arming continue. 

Whether the cabinet council will af- 
ford immediate relief is still a ques- 
tion of great doubt. The more con- , 
servative believe tbe cabinet will only — 
put a time limit upon the negotiations 
and the interim will only be a repe- 
tition of the anxious times which have 
marked ths two weeks. Cape Town ad- • 
vices say the Afrikanders regarded the 
latest Boer reply as evasive while oth- 
ers regard It as evasive to entangle 
the two governments In further nego- 
tiations. The average opinion ot the 
British press is Inclined to regard it 
as the straw which would break tba 
bark of the most long suffering di^ 
lomatlc camel. 

An Ultimatum Rzpected. 
Tbe Morning Post makes a special 
display from Pletermarltzburg. capital 
of Natal, saying that an ultimatum 
would t»e forwarded to tbe Boers. This 
is sesreely credjlble, however, as sVery 
well informed source here be.UeT«s t|i|^ 
the cabinet will decide upon the ad- 
visability of an ultimatum. 

The same correspondent adds that 
the Boers have received, or will re- 
ceive, a dispatch from Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, the governor of Cape Colony and 
British high commissioner of South 
Africa, demanding tbe release of Mr. 
Pakeman, tha editor ot tbe Transvaal 
Leader, who was arrestee! Sept i on 
the charge of high treason. 

Continuing, the correspondent says 
800 Boers have left Pretoria for Stand- 
•rton and declares that the Pietermar- 
itzburg trops are ready to march ai 
two hours' notice. 

The London edition of the Standard 
and Digger News, tbe official Boer or- 
gan, said: 

"We can state that the diplomatic 
correspondence between the Transvaal 
and the colonial office i.s of a reassur- 
ing nature and tbat the dispute ba? 
now narrowed to an Issue which 
should make a settlement possible and 
even speedy. The Transvaal is pre- 
pared for all ev 'iitualities, but re- 
mains hopeful for a peaceful set- 
tlement." 

Nothing wi^ch can be learned here' 
tends ^ to oonlrtt the foregoing state- 
ment and owing to the pro-Boer source 
from which It emanated it is regarded 
wkh suspicion. 

Wanted No Burdens. 
Manchester, England, Sept. 7. — ^The 
Guardian's special correspondent at 
Pretoria, well known writer on' social 
economics, cables to bis paper ab in- 
terview he has h.id wirh President 
Kruger of the Transvaal rttwbJUjs. a He 
quotes him as sarlBg hs tpl:.iilw«ys 
sought to Induce forelgnern- ths 
Transvaal to undertake eltlsenshlp, 
but they had tried to gel ita privilege* 
without accepting its burdens.

Bon of the year when the common schools 
of the county are beginning tbe fall 
terms, and parenta and gnardiani ate 

buying new books for their children and 
wards, now ia a good time for them to 
make a practical stndy of the reform pro 
posed in tbeChinn school book bill, which 
has been indorsed by the Democratic 
State platfoim and condemned by the 
Bepublicsa State platform. 

This bill was passed by the Democrats 
of both branches of the last Legislature, 
atid would be a law to day but for veto of 
Oovemor Brtf^Bty. It is therefore no fault 
if the Deinncriits of Kentucky that it is 
not the law now, but it will be the law 
next year }aet as eertainly as Ooebel is 
elected Oovernor, and that is almost a 
foregune concliisioni because when the 
p -ople of Kentucky have made them- 
selves thoroughly familiar with tbe 
forms proposed by the Democratic State 
platform they will rally to the standard 
of tbe party advocating them, in such 
numbers as wUI sweep tbe Republicans 
off their feet and make the majority for 
Uoebel so large and overwbelmirg that 
no attemt>t by the book<tniat to debaocfi 
members of the General Aaaembly will 
be worth trying. 

The qoeetiOB of cheaper aohoolbooks 
for the children of Kentucky is^ne that 
materially atl'ects every man, woman or 
child in tbe Commonwealth, and tbe 
most surprising thing to us is that an} - 
body— Democrat, Republican, Populist 
or Prohibitionist— should be opposed to 
any meaanre afiording any relief what- 
ever in that direction. We do not be- 
lieve the rank and file of either party 
will be opposed to such a meaanre when 
they are familiir with the^provislons of 
the bill, and before this campaign is over 
it will not be the fault of tbe Democrats 
if they are not familiar with the reforms 
in this direction advocated in the Demo- 
cratic platform. 

Ill the first place tbe Cbinn bill pro- 
vidts that, within ten days after tbe bill 
becomes a ]aw, tbe Governor shall ap- 
point a coinmiasion of seven citizens of 
Kentucky who shall be chosen with 
special reference to their scholarly and 
business qiialiliiations, one member to 
be chosen from each appellate district 
and not more than threO of them belong- 
'.ing to the same political party. This 
commission shall be known aa the "Ken- 
tucky School Commission." Their term 
of office shall be for four years, and their 
compensation shall be per ilay and 
traveling expenses while in the actual 
discharge of their duties. No session of 
the commisHiou shall exceed twenty days 
at one time. As soon as t)ie commission 
shall have been selected tbe Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction shall advertise 
for bids from all relialde publishing 
houses in the United States for furnish- 
ing books for the schools of the State for 
a term of five years, each bid to be ac- 
companied with a sample of tbe book or 
books proposed to be furnished and a de- 
posit of $500 with the Auditorfor dama- 
ges for failure to enter into a contract 
with the State if their bid is accepted. 
The bids shall state the kind and price 
of boolca to be furnished ; the price at 
which all books now in use in the public 
schools of the State are to be taken in 
exchange for new books, and the price 
at which books will be mailed to pur- 
chasers. Betore this contract is entered 
into tbe pnblishing house shall file with 
the Secretary of State a bond for *10,000 
for the faithful performance of the con- 
tract. 

The bill then fixes tbe highest price 
which tbe commission shall pay for 
books to be sold at retail. . These prices, 
as compared with tbe prices now being 
paid for books of tbe same class, are ae 
(ollowa:
